SHABUOTH DAY OBSERVED IN THE JEW- 
ISH TEMPLES. 


Origin and Meaning of the Holiday—How 
Science Has Pushed Out the Old Wise 
Men—A Margin for Clouds That Is Pass- 
ing Away—Veneration of the Past by the 
Orthodox—Dr. Sonneschein Pays an Elo- 
quent Tribute to America—Some Elabor- 
ate Musical Programmes—List of Con-

N the Hebrew Temples 
of the city there was 
not the brightness this 
morning there usually 
is on the feast of Sha- 
buoth. Not that the re- 
ligious feeling has suf- 
fered any weakening in 
the year that has 
elapsed; there is just as 
much of earnestness as 
ever inthe ceremonies, 
\ \but the exercises took on

There were some attempts in that 
direction, but they seemed forced in contrast 
with the heavy over-coverings of the adult

Of the phases of religious life nothing is 
more beautiful to note than the relation of the 
Hebrew feasts to nature. The Jewish 
people have three great holidays ex- 
pressive of a spiritual state corresponding to 
the state of nature. They are the Passover, 
Shabvuoth and Succoth. The first symbolizes 
the deliverance of the children of krael from 
the death angel, and fittingly occurs in the 
spring when nature, as the Jews threw off 
the yoke of Egyptian tyranny, breaks the 
chains of ice and stow. It is the feast of the 
sowing time and falls, like Easter, in the early 


epring. 
The second, the feast of Shabuoth, com- 
memorates the revelation on Sinai. Here, 


again, is nature drawn upon to furnish a type. 
In Oriental countries the first harvest, the 
yield of firstlings, follows quickly the sowing.

The date of the falling of Shabuothis set 
by the new moon of May, six days after being 
the propertime. The new moon coming last 
Friday, the lapse of six days bringsthe feast 
uptoto-day. The Hebrew custom is to count 
holidays from sunset to sunset. Consequent- 
lyShabuoth begun last night and will close 
thisevening. Thereis a difference between 
the liberal and the orthodox observ- 
ance of the day, the ftormer com- 
prehending but one day, the latter 
two. This difference arises froin the respect 
forthe present andthe past. In the ancient 
days, when the Sanhedrim announced tie 
date of the feast they were uncertain as to the 
date of the new moon, and for fear ciouds 
might obscure the moon they gave a margin 


of two days to be sure. Since science bas 
established the dates of the moon's 
phases the advanced Hebrews have 
dropped the extra day, refusing to 


bow down to the ignorance of the past. The 
orthodox, however, stand bythe Sanhedrim 
and take in the two days. Therefore the 
old-time Jews will observe to-morrow with 


the same services as to-day’s. The word 
shabuoth is the Hebrew plural for weeks and 
takes the accent on the second syliable. Con- 
firmation isthe service of the day and the 


hour for the commencement was 10 o’clock a. 
tm. in nearly all the temples.

SMOTHER THE SMOKE. 


TOUR OF A COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE OF 
DELEGATES AND ITS RESULT. 


Comparing the *moke Emissions From Fur- 
naces Provided With Preventative Devices 
With Those Unpravided—The Proper 
Cembustion of Coal Secured in Three 
Ways—The Committee Convinced of the 
Possibility of Abating the Nuisance.

SMOKE PREVENTER AND NO BSMOKE PREVENTER. 
It was an excellent place to see the possibil- 


ities In this line. Standing in the 
foundry yard the committee had 
ian excellent view of the smoke- 


stacks of the foundry, the Stanard Mills and 
the Lelcher Sugar Refinery. From the last- 
named stack terrific clouds of [smoke were 
rolling. The smoke seemed a solid heap of 
black, and would not break until it had 
passed almost a block from the refinery. Then 
it began to disperse, though the thain portion 
could still be foliowed for nearly another 
block as It floated heavily in the atmosphere. 

The Stanard mills etack poured forth con- 
tinuously a smaller but as steady a stream of 
black. Sometimes the stream would Increase 


in biackness, but the watchers could never 
distinguish any diminution tn opacity. 
From the Excelsior stack there floated a 


liuht vell of smoke which sometimes was like | 


the emanations from a kitchen fire, and at 
other times did not seem to be more than ¢s- 
caping heat. 

FIRING UP. 

While the committee watched the stacks and 
made comparisons Bolleau called their atten- 
ttion te the increased blackness rising from 
the Stanard mill stack. ‘‘They are firing over 
there,’’ hesaid. At that time butavell of 
smoke wreathed about the Excelsior stack. 
Then the Excelsjor fireman opened his furnace 
doors and with deft swings of the shovel 
threw in thecoal. The smoke emission in- 
creased in volume about 50 por cent. It 
wasreal, undeniable smoke, but its volume 
did not approximate that issuin from the 
Stanard stuck. In a few minutes it died 
away and only the gauze drapery waved about 
the stack’s ornamentation. 

If there had been any diminution in the 
volume of smoke issuing from the Staoard 
stack no one had observed !t, and though that 
stack was watched for some moments more 
the uncensumed carbon still relied out. 
‘‘Look at the bushels of coal going to 
waste,’’ remarked Mr, moles. 

THE rrincir 
of the Bollean patent was deseribed yesterday. 
The back wall of the furnace ts composed of 
cast-iron bars, separated at Intervals 60 as to 
allow the introduction of alr in jets over the 
fire. Tho result is perfectly clear combustion. 
All the carbon and nearly all the gases ane. 
ing are consumed as they arise, an = 
amallest quantity of gas escapes into the 
chimney and no carbon. When the étoker

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firea the furnates the coal canght immediately 
it was thrown on, and the brightness of the 
fire was not dimmed by the addition of the 
green coal. 

The exhibition was such a one as was needed 
to convince the committee that there was 
something to be said in favor of smoke pre- 
venters. 

REGULAR FEEDING. 

Their next visit wastothe Graham Paper 
Co.’s rag warehouse, afew biocks north of 
the foundry. There they found a Brightman 
stoker in operation. A representative of the 
local firm which erects these furnaces was 
there to show the committee the advantages 
of the stoker. The apparatus is not primarily 
asmoke preventer. It is afuel saver. But the 
amount of smoke generated by a furnace to 
which it is applied is the lowest possible 
amount. Infrontof the furnace is a hopper 
which the fireman keeps fullofcoal. A small 
engine wwoves a plate inside this hopper and 
feeds the coaldown grate bars which incline 
toward the furnace. The feed is reguiar and 
is adjusted in quantity to the need of the 
furnace. Aljr s admitted through the 
spaces between the inclined grate bars over 
the fire and the combustion is perfect. The 
result of perfect combustion is no smoke. 
Some gases arise from fuel which cannot be 
consumed, but that element tn smoke which 
is its most objectionable feature—unconsumed 
carbon—can be avoided, 

Here, as at the Excelsior, comparisons were 
made with surrounding smokestacks, and the 
resultof these comparisons was in each case 
in favor of the smoke- preventer. 

AN OZONE BURNER. 

The committee and gentiemen then went to 
the Meramec Mills at Eighth street and Clark 
avenue, where they sawin operation what is 
called an ‘‘Ozone burner.’’ It ig an inven- 
tion of a Kansas City man and consists of a 
number of steam jets to creat® a vacuum, 
which draws the upnconsumed particles 
of carbon over the fire and agitates thenf 
until they are consumed. It Is the nearest 
approach to the common idea of a ‘‘smoke 
consumer’’ inthe city, and it seems to con- 
sume the smoke, but really its action Is asa 
yreventative. The application of the ozone 
yurner is an easy matter and 
its resuits as shown the committee 
were of great importance. The emis- 
glon of smoke at any time was 
very simnall, and fn such a smoke-haunted 
quarter as that in which the mill is situate the 
saving of the fuel which ordiparily is distrib- 
uted about the surrounding houses in the 
form of soot is of great value to the people as 
well as to the mill-owners. 

COMMITTEEMEN SATISFIED. 

All the committeemen expressed themselves 
as satisfied that smoke can be prevented. 
They willnow await the presentation of ob- 
jections, which are to be heard on Friday aft- 
ernoon in the committee room in the House ef 
Delegates’ quarters at the City Hall. Thus far 
they have not heard a single objection to the 
bill to abate the nuisance, which is now before 


them.
